One Hundred and Twenty-Six Re-
tailers Are Now in the Pool,

EXPECT JUDGE WHITE TO-DAY.

Dozens of the Dealers Refuse to Go Into the
A Combination.

A LICENSE WILL COST BUT $250 FOR FEES

Judge White, it was reported, arrived
home last night from™ his pleasure trip to
Lake Erie, and those who claimed to know
said he would probably take his seat upon
the benoch in court this mornimg. There is
a bare possibility that he may take up the
reapplications of the retail liquor deal-
ers, which were filed and admitted
some time sge. The applications for re-
nearing were placed in the hands of the
Common Fleas Judges, and it is very likely
that Judges Ewing snd White will settle
them in a few days. Judge Magee has gone
off on his vacation, and it is well known
that he was opposed to immediately taking
up the liguor cases. Judge White is re-
ported as suying that it would be better if
the applications were taken up and settled
right away. He said that it was disagreesble
business, and the sooner it is done the better.
A number of ex-saloon keepers, who have
been trying in every possible way togeta
license, were on the tiptoe of expectation
last evening. Many of them thought Judge
White would take up the applications and
get them off his hands as soon as possible.
‘What makes him more anxious to doitis
the fact that the other Judges would mot
handle the applications without consulting
him.

A great many of the ex-saloon keepers
who have spent considerable money for
lawyers' services since the refusal of Judge
‘White to grant their licenses, have refused
to go into the pool which is now formed and
being formed in this eity. y

THOSE IN THE POOL.

Up to yesterday 126 pames had been
secured, but there were cozens who bhad
been importuned whe refused to go into the
combination. Their refusal to aet with the
others in concert was on account of

their having already spent econsider-
sble money. They argued that it
the men in the pool broke down

Judge White’s arguments and secured their
licenses, there would be nething to prevent
them from getting & license in the same
wav, Ifthey donot go in, they will hava
the benefit of what the oshers pay for, and
in the event of their not getting a license
fhey will not have lost anythine.

The men who are going into the pool are
required to put up $50 s a forfeit in order
to bind the sgreement. They also
promise and give a writien guarantee that
if a license is granted them they will
pay $200 more, This makes §250 altogether,
when they get their license. The $50 is be-
ing collected by a committee, who turn the
money over to the four lawyers engaged by
the syndicate. The members of the commit-
tee are Thomas Delaney, Nicholas Sayder,
Peter Carlin and Samuel Bing. The law-
vers who have been engaged are Messrs, C.
F. McKenns, Thomas M. Marshall, John
Robb dnd Josish Coben. An agreement has
been made between the attorneys and the
committee that they will be paid $200 more
for every license granted.

A BIG LEGAL FEE.

If the list of 126 men receive a license the
lawyers would pocket a fee of §31,500. For
this reason many of the saloon keepers say
the “lawyers’ syndicate” is backing the
matter up.

Samuel Bing, one of the commitieemen,
denied yesterday that everyone who signed
the agreement had to put $30 in the pool.
Nevertheless many of those who would not
pay the fee had their names soratched
off the list Mr. Bing said msoy
of those who wanted to get on the list and
file spplications had been refused, because
it was thought their chances of getting a
license were not gond. The committee will
only take the men who had good records,
and those who had repeatedly violated the
law they would have nothing to do with.
Mr. Bing said:

"I will admit that there has been a small
kind of & combination formed among the
ex-saloon keepers to secure licenses. There
are maoy reasons why we did this,

his license. By clubbing together we can
secure the best legal advice in the ci ty for a
nowinal sum to those who come into the
pool. Of course, those who de mot goin
will get the benefit of what we pay for,

We
do not take evervoune that wants to come in
the pool. We only take the saloons we con-
sider a necessity and with whom the Judges
can find no fenlt. We have had no word
from any of the Judges, but they may take
the matter up at any time. Judge White
may rush them through to-morrow.”
